Gustave Dord, whose death is announced 
in the. Paris dispatches, was, remarks an 
_ American contemporary, more widely 


_ ‘known than any of the brilliant group of 


French artists ‘who were his contempor- 
aries. He' was not a gréat painter like, 


---—-— GERouK, Cavanat, or Bonnat ; but he was’ 


pre-eminenily a designer, an illustrator of 
the poetical ideas of the authors of all 
lands, .In this way his name came to be 
a household word in places where the very 
existence of his fellow-palnters was ur- 
known, This result. was aided by his 
robust personality and his cosmopolitanism. 
’ Though an Alsatian and a bitter hater of 
Prussians, he had: none of the narrow- 
minded spirit so common to hig countymen, 
.He did not regard Paris as the centre of 
. the.universe, He had a hearty liking for 
{the English,_and this regard was_mutual. 
" He’ candidly: admitted ‘that Suaxgsrea 
"was superior to CornzILiz or Movizrg, . 
.an' admission which few Frenchmen 
are willing to make; Indeed, the cast of 
his mind was far more English than French, 
He had the robust imagination, the exuber- 
ant fancy of the Elizabethan poets; hence, 
when he ‘came to illustrate a modern poet 
like Tznnysoy, he failed, because he could 
not bring himself down to the dainty art of 
the English Laureate. He was at home in

| by Mussulmans. Sir Salar Jung was born Jan. 
2, 1829, and was carefully brought up by his un-.

“Minister, to the Nizam of Hyderabad, He ac- 


quired a thorough knowledge .of the Perstan, | 


Arabic, and ‘English languages. On May 30, 
185, three days after his uncle's death, ‘he ‘suc- 
lcecded to the office of Prime Minister to the 
Nizam_Nasir-ud-Dowlah, who had. just been 
forced by Lord Dalhousie to assign to the super- 
intendence of the-British the rich districts of the 
-Berars, in order to secure the payment of debts 
for the pay of the contingent force which was 
keptup In accordance, with the Treaty.
